Malcolm Little stated, in 

part, **one ox tne things that has to be stressed tonight 
}.> is that which has not only the United States worried but 

which also has France and Great Britain also worried, 
and that primarily is the African revolution. They are 
more concerned with the revolution that is taking place 
on the African continent than they are with the revolution 
in Asia and Latin America and this is because there are so 
many people of African ancestry within the domestic confines 
of these various governments. When I was in Africa in 
May I noticed a tendency on the part of the Afro-Americans 
to gag when everyone else there was doing something 
constructive. For instance, in Ghana there were msny 

t^, . who were organised as pressure groups to let the people 
Ny^il I of Ghana never forget what is happening to the brothers 
V) St^lM South Africa. Also, you have brothers from Angola 
^ and other parts of Africa who would be training their 

f .^ini every move to offset what was happening to their people 
back home. The only difference on the continent was the 
American Negro. Those who were over there were not 
even thinking about their brothers back here. This 
was the basic difference. The Africans, when they 
escapedfrom their respective countries, did not try 
to run away from the problem but as soon as they got 
to where they were going they began to organize into 
pressure groups to get governmental support at the 
international level against the injustices they were 
<experiencing back home. The American Negroes who were 
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in thoso Tarions countrios wore Just socialising and had 
turned their backs on the cause of their black brothers 
here iii Aserica. I heard a lot of conplaints so we sat 
dovn and organized a branch of the Organisation of Afro- 
Aaerican Unity (OAAU) in this country. 

**! as not in a society that practices brotherhoo||* 
I as in a society that sight preach it on Sunday but they 
do not practice it on no day, on any day; and since I could 
see that Aserica itself is a society where there is no 
brotherhood and that this society is controlled primarily by 
racists and segregationists in positions of power from 
Washington, D.C« They exercise the sase forms of brutal 
oppression against dark skinned people in South and Horth 
Tlet Ham, or in the Congo, or in Cuba, or in any other 
place on this earth where they are trying to exploit and 
oppress. This is a society whose government does not 
hesitate to inflict the most brutal form of punishment 
and oppression against dark skinned people all over the 
world, to wit, right now what is going on in and around 
Saigon and Hanoi and In the Congo and elsewhere. They ^ 
are violent when their interests are at stake, but all 
of that violence that they display at the international 
level, when you and I want Just a little bit of freedom, 
we are supposed to be non-violent. They are violent. 
They are violent in Korea, they are violent in Germany, 
they are violent in the South Pacific, they are violent 
in Cuba, they are violent wherever they go, but when 
it is time for you and me to protect ourselves against 
lynchers they tell us to be non-violent. That*s a shame. 
Because we get tricked into being non-violent and when 
somebody stands up and talks Just like I did they say, 
why, he Is advocating violence* Every time you pick up 
newspaper you hear where one of these things has written 
into it I am advocating violence and I have never advocated 
any violence, I have only said that black people who are 
the victims of organized violence perpetrated on us by 
the Klan, the Citizens Councils, and many other forms, 
we should defend ourselves. When I say that we should 
defend ourselves against the violence of others, they 
use their press skillfully to make the world believe 
that I am calling en violence. I would not call on 
anybody to be violent without a cause, but I think the 
black man in this country, above and beyond people all 
over the world, will be more Justified when he stands up 
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**«ttd start* to protect hiaeelf no aatter bpw aanj necks Re 
Ras to break and Reads Re Ras to crack, 

**I sav In tRe paper wbere tRey took tRls Rlnck 
vowin down in SelBa» Alabanay and knocked ber rigRt down 
on tbe ground, dragging ber down the street* Ton are 
trying to pretend like you did not see it because you 
knew you should bave done soMetbing about it and didn't. 
It showed the sheriff and his henchnen throwing this black 
wonan on the ground, and Kegro «en standing around doing 
nothing about it, saying let*s overcoae then with our 
capacity to lo\re« What kind of phrase is that* Overcone 
them with our capacity to love. It disgraces the rest of 
us because over tbe world the picture is flashed showing a 
black woman with some white brutes with their knees on her 
holding her down and black, full-grown men standing around 
watching it* Why you are lucky they let you stay on earth 
much less stay in the country* When I saw it I dispatched 
a wire to Rockwell, who was one of the agitators down 
there* Lincoln Rockwell was warned in the wire that I 
am no longer held in check from fighting white supremacy 
by Elijah Muhammad's separatist black Muslim movement and 
that if Rockwell's presence in Alabama causes barm to come 
to Dr« King or any other black person in Alabama who is 
doing nothing other than trying to enjoy their rights, then 
Rockwell and his Ku Klux friends would be met with maximum 
retaliation from those of us who are not handcuffed by 
this non-violent philosophy. 

'*They only know one language and what you and I 
have to start doing in 1965, I mean that is what you have 
to do because most of us already have been doing it, is 
start learning a new language. Learn the language that 
they understand and then when they come up on our doorstep 
to talk, we can talk* They will get tbe point* There 
will be a dialogue, there will be some communication, 
and I am certain there will then be some understanding* 
Why? Because the Klan is a cowardly outfit* They have 
perfected the art of making the Negroes be afraid, and 
as long as the Negro is afraid the Klan is safe* But 
the Klan Itself Is cowardly* They never come* One of 
them never comes after one of you* They all come together 
and they are scared of you* Tou sit there when they are 
putting tbe rope around your neck saying * forgive them 
Lord, they know not what they do. * As long as they Rave 
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**l>een doing it they are experts at it, and they know vhat 
they are doing. Since the Federal govemaent has shown 
that it is not going to do anything about It but talk, 
then It is a duty, It is your and ay duty, as men, as 
huaan beings » and a duty to our people to organise onrselyes 
and let the govemsent know that If they do not stop that 
Klan we will stop it ourselves. Then you will see the 
governaent start doing sosething about it, but don't ever 
think that they are going to do it on sose kind of a 
■orallty basis. Tou can't stop it with love. Rot love 
of those things down there. We only aean vigorous action 
in self defense and that vigorous action we feelvhere 
Justified in initiating by any aeans necessary. 

'^Probably one thing that I should point out to 
you that once we fomed our new organization, once we 
becane Identified with the Orthodox Muslls world we 
also formed an organization known as the Organization 
of the Afro^Aserican Unity, which is designed to fight 
all the negative political and economic and social 
conditions that exist in our neighborhood. It is a non- 
religious organization to which anyone can belong who 1^ 
Interested in direct action. 

"One of our first programs is to take our problem 
out of the Civil Rights context and place It at the inter- 
national level of human rights so that the entire world 
can have a voice in our struggle. If we keep it at civij. 
rights then the only place we can turn for allies is witnin 
the domestic confines of America, but when you make it a 
human rights struggle it becomes International and then 
you can open the door for all types of advice and support 
from our brothers in Africa and Latin America and Asia, 
and elsewhere. It is very important, that is our inter- 
national aim, that is our external aim, our internal aim 
is to become immediately involved in a mass voters 
registration drive but we do not believe in voters 
registration without voter education. We believe that 
our people should be educated Into the science of 
politics so that they will know what a vote is for and 
what a vote is supposed to produce, and also how ,to 
utilize this united voting power te that you can control 
the politics of your own community and the politicians 
that represent that community. We are for that and In 
that line we will work with all others, even civil rights 
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'^groups who are dedicated to increase the nonber of black 
registered voters in the South, The only area in which 
we differ with then is this. We do not believe that young 
students should be sent Into Illssissippiy Alabama and these 
other places without some kind of protect ion » so we will 
Join in with them in their voter registration and help them 
to train brothers in the arts that are necessary in this day 
and age to enable one to continue his existence upon this 
earth. I say again that I am not a racist, I do not believ^ 
in any form of segregation or anything like that, I am for 
the brotherhood of everybody, but I do not believe in forcing 
brotherhood upon people who do not want it. As long as we 
practice brotherhood aaong ourselves and then others who 
want to practice brotherhood with us, we practice it with 
then also. I do not think that we should run around trying 
to love somebody who does not love us,**

In January, 1957, a source advised Elijah Muhammad 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam", (NOI) and "Muhammad's Temples of islam". 

On May 8, 1964, a second source advised Slijah 
Muhammad is the national leader of the NOI; Muhammad's Temple, 
of Islam No* 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago ^ Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960, 
Muhammad and other NOI officials, when referring to Muhasunad's 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either - 
"Mosque" or "Temple" when mentionlog one of "Muhammad *S Temples 
of Islam". 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
org in ally organised in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan* Muhammad 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-*called Negro race out of slavery in the wiliderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation in 
the United States. Members following Muhammad's teachings and 
his Interpretation of the "Koran" believe there Is no such thing 
as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white 
race, referred to as "white devils", in the United States; and 
that the white race, because of its exploitation of the so-called 
Negroes, must and will be destroyed in the approaching "Var of 
Armageddon", 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including Muhammad, have refused to register under the provisions 
of the Selective Service Acts and have declared that members 
owe no allegiance to the United States, 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of bis organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization.

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OBGAWIZATIOK OF AFRO-AMKRICAN UNITY (OAA0) 

On J^ne 28, 1964, KALCOUf X LITTLB, founder and 
leader of the Kuslla Mosque, Incorporated (Mill), publicly 
announced the foniatlon of a new, all Kegro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro* 
Aaerlcan Unity (OAAU), with hiaself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MHI 
in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166tb Street, New 
Tork City. 

A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLII X at this meeting indicates that it 
• hall include "all** people of African descent in the 
Western Hemisphere, as well as **our" brothers and sisters 
on the African continent. It is patterned after the "letter 
and spirit" of the Organization of African Unity established 
(by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in 
May, 1963, 

A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights," while the initial objective is to 
** inter nationalize** the American civil rights movement by 
taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non- 
violent civil rights movement and claims that Negroes should 
be taught to protect themselves, when and if necessary. 
The OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes of education, 
politics, culture, economics and social reform. 

On August 19, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the headquarters of the OAAU are located In MUI head- 
quarters. Suite 128, Hotel Theresa, 2090 7th Avenue, New Tork 
City.

Roman Catholicism to Black Muslim and demanded to be allowed 
to practice his religion in Jail* The warden denied this 
because be said the Black Muslims were not a bona fide religion.

I don't let anyone use me to 
fight their battles . Ho one can say that what he teaches is not 
& religion, but it is not the religion of Islam. The religion 
of Islam is based upon brotherhood. It is based uSK>n belief in 
AiJAH, the creator of the universe, infinite, omnipresmnti 
ominscent, what^s the other word — - omnipotent, and whereas 
RLIJAH MUHAMMAD teaches that God is a man who came to America 
in the flesh and taught him what he knows, Islam teaches that 
belief in all of the prophets, especially MQpAMMAD SBAM A^ULA, 
vho was bom and died in Arabia 1400 years ago and the Muslim 
believes that MOHAMMAD of Arabia was the last prophet, the 
last messenger, whereas ELIJAH MUHAMMAD teaches that MUHAMMAD 
of Arabia was not a prophet, but an enthusiast,' and that he, 
mimseli, SLIJAH, is the prophet, so thai everyone he teaches 
as his son, AKBAR, said in a press conference in Cairo a couple 
of weeks ago, what BLIJAH MUHAMMAD la teaching is diametrically 
opposed to the principles of Islam and the Muslim world itself , 
the religious officials at Mecca and other religious officials 
and those at the top authority on Islam theology, totmlly l*ejedt 
what XIiIJAH MUHAMMAD teaches as being any phase, ewen of Islam. 



**0n the other h&nd, what he ie teaching can be 
eaailar defined as a religion, but it cannot be labeled Islam and, 
whereas the brother In prison is concerned, I learned about 
Islan In prison myself and I think that If the penal authorities 
were farslghted enough to permit the religion of Islam, real 
Islam, true Islam, to be taught In prison by qualified Islamic 
religious leaders as they let Judaism, Catholicism and the 
Protestant religions be taught there, 'then many^Sf the people 
that are in prison would not be misled like I, myself, was 
because there is a vacuum in this country where Islam is concerned, 
and the Black Americans know less about the religion of Islam than 
anybody else. TBe true religion ox Islam — and In chat vacuum, 
it Is easy for any phony or faker to come along with a concocted, 
distorted product of his own making, and say that this is Islam.

"Are you by inference saying that SLIJAH KORAIOIAD is a 
faker and a phony? 



If SLIJAB ITOHAIQIAD really believed in the same God 
that I believed in, - I believed in ELIJAH MUHAIUAD stronger 
that he believed in himself. I believed in his God more than 
he did and I was not aware of this until I found he was confronted 
with a crises In his own personal moral life and he did not 
stand up as a man. Anybody could make a moral mistake, but 
when they have to lie about it and will be willing to see that 
murder Is committed to covisr up their mistake sot only are 
they not divine, they are not even a man. If a man sits as a 
Judge and a woman Is brought In front of him and charged with 
adultery and the Judge himself Is the one with khom she eommltted 
adultery, but the Judge stands up and berates tne woman in order 
to make no one even suspect that he is the real criminal who

*'Ooesn*t ELIJAH MUHAMMAD preach non-violence, no use 
of guns and weapons? 

MALCOm: 

**When I was in the Black Muslin novement, we never 
carried weapons. We were taught against that and we never 
were actually taught at any tine . We were told that God was 
going to cone and do these things. When the Muslin brothers were 
beaten in XioulSiana we were not allowed to fight back, nothing 
was done to equalize the situation • ELIJAH told us that Ood 
would cose and do it, but to show you that there is lack of 
consistency, now he orders his followerj9.:yto go out and attack 
each other, to autilate each other. If the ability, the talent, 
the skill, the no-how, the Black Muslim brothers had been 
turned into were used against organizations like the Ku Klux 
Klan or the White Citizen Council, or the racist elements in 
this country, then I would somewhat go along.

MU3LIM MOSQUE^ INCORPORATED (MMI) 

The March 13, 19<54, edition of "The New York Tlmea,* 
a dally newspaper published In New Yorlc, New York, contained 
an article on page 20 which Indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTI^), 
former national official of the Nation of lalam (NOI) who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced In 
New York City on March 12. 1964, that he had formed the Musllnj 
Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to the article 
would be a broadly based politically oriented black nationalist 
movement for Negroes only, financed by voluntary contributions. 
In this public statement MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon 
the doctrine of non-violence when It Is necessary to defend 
themselves In the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested 
that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property in time of emergencies In areas where the govern- 
ment Is unable or unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March l6, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts j New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principals," The principal place of worship to be 
located In the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

The May 23, 1964, edition of the "New York 
Amsterdam News," a weekly Negro newspaper published in 
New York City, contained an article by columnist JAMES 
BOOKER In which he indicated that he had heard that the 
visit by MALCOLM X with Muslim leaders during his African 
tour has changed hire to become soft in his anti-white 
feelings and to become more religious. 

On October 6, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the MMI is apparently affiliated with the true orthodox 
Islamic Religion through its affiliation with the Islamic 
Foundation (of New York), 1 Riverside Drive, New York City. 
The only teachings of the MMI are on the Islamic Religion. 

A second confidential source advised on October 20, 
1964, that the headquarters of the MMI are located In Suite 
128, Hotel Theresa, 2090 Seventh Avenue, New York, New York, 
where they were established on March l6, 1964. These head- 
quarters are shared with the Organization of Afro-American 
Unity (OAAU) which is also headed by MALCOLM X.

Xn January. 1937. a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam," (NOI) and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

On May 8, 1964, a second source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the NOI; Muhammad* s Temple 
of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid- i960, 
MOHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either 
"Mosque" or "Temple" t^en mentioning one of "Muhammad's 
Temples of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 

claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilder- 
ness of North America by establishing an independent black 
nation in the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD'S 
teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there 
is no such thing as a N^ro; that the so-called Negroes are 
slaves of the white racd, referred to as "white devils," in 
the United States; and that the white race, because of its 
gvploitation of the so-called Negroes, roust and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

in the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under^the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On Nay 5, 1956, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had. upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the Uhited States Government; however^ he did 
not Indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization •

On June 28, 19^^, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMl), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro-* 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chftlmian. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI 
in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and l66th Street, New 
York City, 

A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
alms read by MALCOLM X at this meeting Indicates that It 
shall Include "all" people of African descent In the 
Western Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters 
on the African continent. It Is patterned after the "letter 
and spirit" of the Organization of African Unity established 
(by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in 

May, 1963. 

A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting Indicates that the aim of the OAAU Is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights," while the Initial objective Is to 
"Internationalize" the American civil rights movement by 
taking it to the Uhlted Nations.

In this public statement MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon 
the doctrine of non-violence when It is necessary to defend 
themselves In the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested 
that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property in time of emergencies In areas where the govern- 
ment is unable or unwilling to protect them.

The May 23, 1964, edition of the "New York

On May 8, 1964, a second source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the NOI; Muhammad* s Temple 
of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
Is the national headquarters of the NOIj and in mld-1960, 
MOHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either 
"Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's 
Temples of Islam/* 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan, MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilder- 
ness of North America by establishing an independent black 
nation in the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD'S 
teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran^ believe there 
is no such thing as a N^ro; that the so-called Negroes are 
slaves of the white racd, referred to as "white devils," in 
the United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, roust and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statement 8 and Instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
not Indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization.

j.pplied for" the Amerjcan Nazi Party to be chartered in the 
St&te of Virginia, ljut this request was turneJ down by the 
Virginia State Corpc:.''ation Commission. This action was taken 
pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which 
prohibits the usie of "Nazi*' or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia chartei*. Th^ls article further pointed out that 
ROCKWELL'S par^.y is presently chartered In the State of 
Virginia as tii« Gi^orge L'!i*coln Roci:well Party. 

On Aur-^i^t ip. 2953j a source advised that the ANP - 
WXJP:::;3 wn- orgc-.lzei by G150RGS LH^CCLN ROCICWELL at his 
residence in Arlington, Virginia, cn February 26, 1959/ 
an InteiTiational "Ii.^r.lonal Socialist" movement based 
on the German Na?! Party headed by ADOLF HITLER. He 
added that RCCKWIJjL is the dominant force and personality 
in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against 
the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, 
distribution of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States 
and in foreign countries. 

On December 13, 1963, this source advised that in 
about September, 19^0, the ANP initiated the Fighting American 
Nationalists (FAN) as a front group for the ANP, although it 
has never been a separate organization* He salQ the FAN name 
is merely used on occasion Instead of the ANP name and there 
are no separate officials for PAN, the PAN officials being 
identical with the ANP officials. He stated that GEORGE 
Lr.'COLN ROCKV/ELL has informed him the FAN name was originally 
u&cvl as a device to attract supporters to his organization 
who might rebel at the use of the Swastika and at being 
labeled as a 'Nazi.

The March 13, 19^54, edition of "The New York TlmeB,* 
a dally newspaper published In New York, New York, contained 
&n article on page 20 which Indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTIliP), 
Corner national official of the Nation of Islam (NOI) who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced In 
New York City on March 12. 19o4, that he had formed the Muslim 
MosQue, Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to the article 
would be a broadly based politically oriented black nationalist 
:.iovcment for Negroes only, financed by voluntary contributions. 
In this public statement MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon 
the doctrine of non-violence when It Is necessary to defend 
themselves In the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested 
that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property In time of emergencies In areas where the govern- 
ment Is unable or unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March l6, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
Incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to work for the Imparting of the Islamic 
F£.ith and Islamic Religion In accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principals." The principal place of worship to be 
located In the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York, 

The May 23, 1964, edition of the "New York 
Amsterdam News," a weekly Negro newspaper published In 
New York City, contained an article by columnist JAMES 
BOOKER In which he Indicated that he had heard that the 
visit by MALCOLM X with Muslim leaders during his AfrioM 
tour has changed him to become soft In his anti-white 
feelings and to become more religious. 

On October 6, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the MMI Is apparently affiliated with the true orthodox 
Islamic Religion through its affiliation with the Islamic 
Foundation (of New York), 1 Riverside Drive, New York City. 
The only teachings of the MMI are on the Islamic Religion.

In January, 1957* a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
has described hla orc^imlzatlon on a nationwide basis as the' 
"Nation of Islam,*' (NOI) and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

On May 8, 19^4, a second source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is tbe national leader of the NOI; Muhammad's Temple 
of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid- i960, 
MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either 
"Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's 
Temples of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in I93O In Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilder- 
liess of North America by establishing an Independent black 
nation in the United States. i4embers following MUHAMMAD'S 
teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there 
is no such thing as a N^ro; that the so-called Negroes are 
slaves of the white rac^, referred to as "white devils," in ' 
the United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acta and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5» 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
hid, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
:'. 'inciples of his organization in order to avoid possible 
^...osecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes In the teachings of his 
organization.

(by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, In 
May, 1963 • 

A recording of the remarks of MALCODM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights," while the initial objective is to 
"Internationalize" the American civil rights movement by 
taking It to the United Nations, LITTLE condemned the non- 
violent civil rights movement and claims that Negroes should 
be taught to protect themselves, when and if necessary. 
The OAAU will sponsor a proc .'am for Negroes of education, 
I>olltlcBj culture, economics and social reform.

MUSLIM- MOSQUE > INCORPORATED (MMl) 

The March 13, 19<54, edition of "The New York TlmeB,* 
a dally newspaper published In New York, New York, contained 
an article on page 20 which Indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTI^), 
former national official of the Nation of Islam (NOI) who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced in 
New York City on March 12, I96k, that he had formed the Muslim 
Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to the article 
would be a broadly based politically oriented black nationalist 
movement for Negroes only, financed by voluntary contributions. 
In this public statement MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon 
the doctrine of non-violence when It Is necessary to defend 
themselves In the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested 
that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property In time of emergencies in Areas where the govern- 
ment Is unable or unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March l6, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
Incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to work for the Imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with ''accepted 
Islamic principals." The principal place of worship to be 
located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

The May 23, 1964, edition of the "New York 
Amsterdam News," a weekly Negro newspaper published In 
New York City, contained an article by columnist JAMES 
BOOKER in which he indicated that he had heard that the 
visit by MALCOLM X with Muslim leaders during his African 
tour has changed him to become soft in his antl-whlte 
feelings and to become Giore religious. 

On October 6, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the MMI is apparently affiliated with the true orthodox 
Islamic Religion through its affiliation with the Islamic 
Foundation (of New York), 1 Riverside Drive, New York City. 
The only teachings of the MMI are on the islamic Religion. 

A second confidential source advised on October 20, 
1964, that the headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite 
128, Hotel Theresa, 2090 Seventh Avenue, New York, New York, 
where they were established on March l6, 1964. These head- 
quarters are shared with the Organization of Afro-American 
Unity (OAAU) which is also he;ided by MALCOM X. 
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KATIC^ ISLAM, MOSQUE , 
NEW YORK cm 



On May 5, 1964, a source advised that the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) affiliate in New York City is kno^m as 
Mosque #7, also known as Temple #7, and is located at 
102 West ll6th Street, New York City. Mosque #r is 
part of the NOI headed by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, with head- 
quarters in Chicago, Illinois. Mosque #7 has two 
branches; Mosque #7B at 105-03 Northern Boulevard, 
Queens, New York City, and Mosque #7C at 120 Madison 
Street, Brooklyn, New York. These branches are part 
of Mosque #7« 

The date Mosque #7 originated in New York City 
is not known. 

However, In connection with the origin of 
Mosque #7* It should be noted that in 1953 a second source 
advised that there was a Temple of the KOI (known to source 
then as the Miisllin Cult of Islam) in New York City located 
at 135th Street and 7th Avenue, as far back as 19^7.

NATION OP ISLAM, formerly 
referred to as the Muslin 
Cult of Islam, also Icnown as 
Muhammad's Temples of Islam 

In January, 1957* a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
has described his or^ianizatlon on a nationwide basis as the' 
"Nation of Islam," (NOl) and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

On May 8, 1964, a second source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the NOI; Muhammad^ s Temple 
of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mld-1960, 
MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either 
"Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's 
Temples of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilder- 
ness of North America by establishing an Independent black 
nation in the United States, Members following MUHAMMAD'S 

is no such thing as a N^ro; that the so-called Negroes are 
slaves of the white racd, referred to as "white devils," in 
the United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
Including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 

that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5* 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government ; however, he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organisation • 
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NATION OP ISLAM, formerly 

Cult of Islam, also known as 
Muhammad's Temples of Islam 

On May 7, 1964, a third source advised Muhammad 
had, early In July, 1958, decided to de-emphaslze the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic 
benefits to be derived by those Negroes who Joined the NCI. 
This policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, would help him

On June 28, 1964, MALCOIW X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque^ Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a nevr, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro* 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman, This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI 
in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and l66th Street, New 
York City. 

A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOU^ X at this meeting Indicates that it 
shall include '^all" people of African descent in the 
Western Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters 
on the African continent. It is patterned after the "letter 
and spirit" of the Organization of African Unity established 
(by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in 
May, 1963. 

A recording of the remarks of MALCOM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU Is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights," while the Initial objective is to 
"internationalize" the American civil rights movement by 
taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non- 
violent civil rights movement and claims that Negroes should 
be taught to protect themselves, when and If necessary. 
The OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes of education, 
politics, culture, economics and social reform. 

On August 19, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the headquarters of the OAAU are located in MMI head- 
quarters. Suite 128, Hotel Theresa, 2090 7th Avenue, New York 
City.
